Paris is unique in having an in- 
I ternational student community as 
well organized as the "Cite Univer- 
sitaire," which is situated just out- 
side the city limits. 

The "Cite" itself is a large park 
which now contains some 20-odd 
residences belonging to various na- 
tions of the world. There is also a 
large modem international house 
which was made possible by a do- 
nation from the late John D. Rocke- 
feller. 

In thi3 intèrnational "foundation" 
are the administrative offices for the 
"Cite Universitaire," two cafeterias, 
a dining room, a theater, an elabor- 
ate ballroom, a swimming pool, 
bowling alleys, a gymnasium, bad- 
mhiton and squash courts, a hos- 
pital, a post office, a student trav«l 
bureau, and many other xerharkable 
facilities. 

In this cosmopolitan little com- 
munity 50 different languages are 
spoken, although French and Eng- 
lish predominate.

Tony Sender, Former Reichstag 
' Member, .States Stand 

TO SPEAK WED., DEC. 7 



Will Present German Demo- 
crat's View on Inner 
Situation 



A woman once high in position 
in her native land and today an 
exile — such is the case of Tony 
Sander, for fourteen years mem- 
ber of the German Reichstag. 
She will address a general stu- 
dent meeting, sponsored by the 
Social Problems Club this Wed- 
nesday, December 6, at 5 p.m. 
in the Union Ballroom. Her 
subject is: "I am a. German De- 
mocrat." 

Miss Sender first won public rec- 
ognition in 1914 when she openly 
protested against the invasion by 
Germany of Belgium at the begin- 
ning of the war. She began her 
parliamentary career four years 
later when she was elected to the 
Reichstag from Frankfort-on-Main. 
For some years she was head of the 
financial department of a leading 
German industry. 

Miss Sender has had an active life 
in political affairs in Europe, and 
as her views have been opposed to 
those of the Nazi party she was 
forced to leave Germany. It was 
only by an almost miraculous escape 
across the border that she evaded 
the concentration camp. 

Was Editor. 
For- a while she was editor of - a 
daily labour newspaper in Frank- 
fort, She was a Social Democrat 
representative on the City Council 
for for two years. She remained 
active in the German labour and 
industrial movement until the Nazis 
came into power. Her citizenship 
was then revokéd and her property 
confiscated. 

During her campaign for the 
Reichstag as a Social Democratic 
candidate in the 1933 elections, she 
was warned by friends of what 
might happen if she persisted in her 
candicacy. In her constituency, 
seven Social Democrats were elect- 
ed, and she was one of the members 
to be returned. This victory for her 
party was remarkable considering

It is believed 
that the Italian Government hopes to. gain a share in control of the Suez 
Canal Company, or belligerent rights for General Franco.

. ' Government , to Cmsh Strike ' 
Paris, December 6.— Premier paladier's Government ignored labour 
overtures for peace and ordered naval detachments to Le Havre to break 
the strike that has tied up the liner Normandie and other shipping. The 
Government determined to use ti»e same stern methods in the shipping 
strike that it employed to crush the one-day nation-wide walkout la'i 
week. 

I Jewish Property To Be Seized 

Berlin, Dècêfiiber 6.— Following the ghetto ordinance the German 
Goverhment issued a new decree striRpta^ Jews of further control of 
their property. The. sale of prdperty *wks made compulsory and all 
holdings must "be liquidated before the end . of the year. 



"Mussolini timed his agitation for 
the cession of French colonies to 
Italy to coincide with French inter 
nal trouble," stated Dr. C. C. Bayley 
in his address yesterday. The topic, 
"France and Labour," was one in a 
series of "Behind the Headlines" 
discussions, sponsored by the StU' 
dent Christian Movement. 

Dr. Bayley pointed out that the 
well-rehearsed exhibition" in the 
Italian Senate was an attempt to 
embarrass the Daladier Govern 
ment, faced with a general strike 
on the part of French labour. The 
workers of France were not, as 
some commentators would have it, 
unwilling to work more than 40 
hours a week but would do so only 
if guaranteed time and a half for 
their extra labour. 

Explains Failure. 

The failure of the strike was 
attributed to a lack of understand- 
ing of previous strikes such as the 
general strike of 1926 in England. 
The Confederation General du Tra' 
vail gave the government ample 
opportunity, to prepare to meet the 
situation. Militaristic measures 
were taken such that not more 
than thirty per cent, of \h'e workers 
walked out. 

During the past few months the 
Daladier Government has veered 
from Leftism to Rightism, the 
speaker claimed. The measures in- 
troduced by Minister of Finance 
Reynaud, continued Professor Bay- 
ley abolisiiing most of the social 
reforms of the Blum Government, 
was a direct attack upon labour. 
It is questionable whether Daladier 
will be able to hold his majority 
in the Chamber, having alienated 
bieyond reconciliation the Socialists, 
the largest party in the House.

Sackville, N.B., December 6. 
—(C.U.P.)— Students of Mount 
Allison University united over 
the week-end in an appeal to the 
Canadian Government request- 
ing the relaxation of immigration 
laws to permit the controlled 
entry into Canada of such per- 
sons as refugees from Germany. 
This appeal, signed on behalf of 
the members of the Students' 
was sent with the official ap 
proval of the President of the 
Union by the executive of the 
Union, was sent with the officia! 
approval of the President of the 
University. 

The plan suggested provides for 
the raising of a sum of money by 
the students themselvés, with such 
additions from other sources as wil 
defray the expenses at the Univer 
sity of a small number of selected 
students who .have been, with absO' 
lutely no justification," due solely to 
their political, racial or religious 
beliefs, the subject of unfair and 
unnecessary physical and mental 
hardships. The appeal follows: 
Refugee Appeal. 

"We, the members of the Stu 
dents' Union of Mount Allison Uni- 
versity, believe' lo be absolutely 
without justification the . action of 
any government in oppressing by 
by force a political, racial or reli' 
gious minority within that state and 
causing such minority actual physi 
cal and mental hardships. Because 
of our feeling of disapproval for 
what we consider to be most unfair 
and unnecessary treatment of min- 
orities, and because of our sympa- 
thy for such oppressed people, espe. 
cially those of our own age and in^ 
terest, namely, university students, 
we do ask that the Government of 
the Dominion of Canada give seri^ 
ous consideration to the question of 
relaxation of the immigration laws 
to permit controlled entry to Can 
ada of such persons as refugees 
from Germany. 

Seek Action. 
"We do not feel qualified to reC' 
ommend what general action should 
be taken by the Dominion of Can' 
ada- to assist in the rehabilitation of 
refugees from Germany, but we do

Kingston, December 6.— (C.U.P.)— 
A Queen's student, Donald C. Mac- 
Donald, has been appointed lecturer 
by the. Associates for Anglo-Ameri- 
can Understanding, an organization 
for the furtherance of better rela- 
tions between' the British Empire 
and the United States, according to 
an announcement just released here 
The Association was started seven 
years ago by Professor Newell, pro 
fessor of international relations at 
Rogert College, Constantinople. It 
is lightly organized, with no empha 
sis on publicity. Its ' purpose is to 
interpret ideas and opinions of one 
country, for the benefit of people in 
another. This is done by means of 
addresses and discussion groups 
with service clubs, schools, church 
groups and other organizations. 

It has long been felt that a Can- 
adian lecturer is desirable, not only 
because Canada is the interpreter 
of British views to Americans and 
vica versa, but also to express Can- 
ada's problems and opinions to Brit- 
ishers . and. Americans ■ alike. Mr. 
MacDonald meets this need. 
Is Active. 
Mr. MacDonald obtained a B.A. 
degree with first class honoiu^ in 
history last year. , He will continue 
this work towards an M.A. in Can- 
adian history this year. He is ac- 
tive in student affairs at Queen's; 
Journal, International Relations 
Club, Debating Union (a member of 
the team which defeated the Aus- 
tralians in a recent debate), the 
Student Assembly and the S.C.M. 

He is expected to start lecturing 
in England about May and 'Will be 
there until - July. Next fall' and 
winter he will travel west from 
New 'îfork to Chicago, then to Win- 
nipeg and eastward' in Canada. He 
will also travel this winter in Can- 
ada to gain representative opinions 
and make necessary contacts.

f N a recent edition of the New York Daily 
News, the daily question posed by their 
"inquiring photographer" was as follows: 
"Stephen Leacock, Professor Emeritus at 
McGill University, said that 'Fifty years 
ago people began their lives still young. At 
thirty they were somewhere or nowhere.' 
Was that better than today's long period of 
education and training?" Out of six per- 
sons interviewed, supposedly as a cross-sec- 
tion of popular opinion, five replied in the 
affirmative, placing small value on educa- 
tion as against the so-called school of hard 
knocks. This we can take as the view of 
' thé older if not of the eldest generation, for 
youth today is more than ever convinced of 
the necessity of a higher education. Youth 
is moré than ever determined to obtain this 
training, surmounting financial barriers in 
the most remarkable manners in order to 
obtain a full education. 

Typical of this new spirit are the re- 
cently innovated rural colleges in which 
students, who have obtained the use of sev- 
éral ramshackled buildings and heretofore 
waste land, make the property fit for use. 
The buildings are used as dOrmitoriès and 
classrooms in the newly formed college set- 
up. The students clear the land which is 
farmed in order to pay the costs of main- 
' tainance, the salaries of the faculty, and 
to provide food for the students themselves. 

Students -at the regular universities 
have not been lacking in ingenuity and have 
introduced many novel occupations to sup- 
V plement the limited number of the usual 
janitor and waiter jobs avàilable for their 
obviously necessitated part-time employ. 

Surely such ingenuity and hard work 
would never be in evidence if youth and a 
gréât n?any of interested older persons did 
; not bélieve in the value of and need for 
^^IcoUege education today. Financial aspects 
^llseem to be the only consideration of those 
t-îli-'il'^'^ho dèny the value of higher training, cn- 
If,:', tirely neglecting the other manifold aspects. 

Given the same financial position, the aver- 
& : age college man will get more out of life 
• and its finer pleasures than will his non- 
university fellow.

At last I come to the most controversial 
topic ol Greater' Germany. Till now, I have 
successfully avoided the issue, as my opinions 
would not be popular, even if I had the slight- 
est regard for Deutschland and what she has 
done in Central Europe. Lately I, too, have 
been shocked by the newspaper reports, but, 
ignoring the past few months and going back 
to last summer, when I spent in all a month 
in the regions of Greater Germany and those 
subsidiary states, we can see what impressed 
me as a foreigner there. Today we will dis- 
cuss "anschluss" and Austria. The word "ansch- 
luss" means change, as I found out when in 
tramcars in Vienna, A man telling me where 
to go to get on the Prater line, said "anschluss", 
and I got worried, thijiking he was talkmg 
politics when we were in the open. Then day- 
light came as he propelled me out of the 
"strassenbahn." 

Before the World War, Vienna, as capital 
of the old Austro-Hungarian Empire, was not- 
ed for its gayety, musical traditions, and plea- 
sureful living. Since the peace she has becomejl 
as the leading city in a small republic, dimme^ 
in glory. True, the excellent and advanced So- 
cialistic Governments became famous for their 
housing projects, but housing lacks the glamour 
of the old dual-monarchy. 

INTRODUCTION TO AUSTRIA. 

My first view of the Nazified Austria was 
when looking around Cologne, I heard some 
martial music and people singing. Soon a 
large crowd of people appeared, walking across 
tbe HohenzoUernbrukke, a bridge honouring the 
past dynasty. They paraded around the vener- 
able cathedral, justly knovtm as the finest of 
this type in Germany. Then X was told they 
were Salzburgers on a walking-tour around the 
new Germany. On they came, lusty females, 
doddering grand-fathers, squalling babies, and 
hefty youths. Finally I realized that through 
this intercourse the Reichsfuhrer was going to 
fuse the two Teutonic cultures. 

The next time that I was to see much of the 
Austrian "geist", or spirit, was in Vienna. I 
noticed how they were bearing up under tbe 
tremendous strain of politicaljransition. Al- 
though the automobiles still went on the left 
side of the street, the people proceeded on the 
right side of the controversial avenue. 

Searching for the "Amexco", that inimitable 
travel aid, I encountered a guide who knew tbe 
location. We were on the Ringstrasse, a boule- 
vard 55 yards in width, completely encircling 
thé oldest part of the city. He was pointing 
out various sights worthy o£ my contemplation, 
such as the Hofburg or Imperial Palace; the Ex- 
change or Bourse; the University; the huge new 
Gothic Rathaus or town-hall, also what was 
formerly the Austrian Parliamènt, now useless 
save as a standard to hold Nazi banners. We 
passed two grand museums which I studiously 
avoided, but not the Opemtheater, or Stephèn- 
skirche. Finally he pointed to the ground and 
said "Hier drei Juden war—" which I toterpret- 
ed to be an account of a murder or beating up 
of three hapless Jews. In all the pomp and 
circumstance of Imperial Vienna I was shocked 
at his matter of fact way of desbribing the 
Jewish situation. 

POST-WAR DEPRESSION., 

This guide told nie how hard was 'the city 
hit from 1919 until 1938. Now he assuréd më all 
would be better. Yet he was not an official 
guide and probably was in the same status as 
he was before Hitler— that is, uneinpioyed. 
Great must be the personal magnetism of thei 
man thus to delude a hungry populace. Viénnai 
used to live on the prosperity of those subject 
people now freè. In freedom, the spirit of in- 
dependence asserts itself by being unfriendly 
and even hostile to any rapprochment. Thèse 
conditions brought complete stagnation to thé 
commérciai and industrial life of Ute coihmun- 
ity, and in spite of great relief measures voted 
by the League and by the United Stales, the 
people suffered considerably. Acute housing- 
shortage was alleviated by the Government 
In comparative freedom and security of Lon- 
don, a Viennese told me of th« historical blood- 
less invasion. Some of it I had already heard 
or read,- but the figurés quotèd were interesting. 
"The elections were very divided. Communists 
had 40 per cent, of the vote and might havè 
swayed the undècided to secure a slight major- 
ity. The Rèichsfuhrer was nèrvous of t^is and 
could not count oh his SO per ceht sure Nazis, 
so he made up their minds for them. That! 
is why I am staying here alone. My brothers 
have all gone Iiito military training, for they 
were not efficient énoiigh for tbe Prussian army 
and they thought they had finished the boring 
process of trâining and drill. When I return 
I, too, will have two and a half years of it. 
So I extend my holiday." ■ | 

MUSICAL CAPITAL OF EUROPE. 

When the Emperors ruled their households 
and the entire state, music was the everyday 
diet of the citizens. Beethoven left a house, now 
converted into a museum. Che of the most in- 
terësting of ail museums as one could not spend 
two hours better than there. Mozart, Schubert, i 
Haydn, Strauss; (probably he is out by now for 
his parentage is of' doubtful origin to the Nazi 
eyes. 

As a university city Wien became world- 
fainous. A book on the colleges says: 'The 
presence of Dr. Sigismitnd Freud has made 
Vienna the seat for the modèim school of Psy^ 
chôlogy and Psycho-analysis." The coffee house 
is used, not only by the students, but. by alL 
There one càn hâve DRINKABLE cdffeè. Only 
city in Europe, say Americans Ucklntjithflfc 
hippy lips. In "one' of these instlttttlonl^^F 
an order of Wiener Fruhstuck, or Viènna Break- 
fast one gets unlimited newspapers and a tray- 
ful of glasses of water. If unemployed the 
coffee house supplies heat and shelter during 
an entirè day. This breakfast is unusual, for 
one gets, unlimited roils, with frosting and 
other variations. The traditional shape is creS- 
cent-like, to illustrate the deieat of the Turks 
by the burghers in the Middle Ages. During 
the 19tti Century, under a pretense of frivolity 
^"^"""""fily, a longing for liberal reforms grew 



among workers and students. They did much of 
their plotting in these cafes, so the Nazi Re- 
gime has spies in these, as in other public 
spots. Hitler imitates Franz Josef. 

VIENNA NIGHTS. 
Much has been written of the frolics at night 
there. Well, I, personally, found them quiet. At 
the Opera I heard "La Tosca" sing in German. 
Beside me an elderly lady, gowned in a dress 
of the old city, complete with lorgnette, told 
me of her debut 90 years ago in London. She 
said that then she had had someone to revere In 
the person of the King of Austria. Now she 
pointed scornfully to the Royal Box. There 
sat a young beauty in an Aryanized evening 
dress, Greek in flowing semblance, but a mere 
nothing to (he grandeur of past Vienna, Another 
night I walked around the parks and stopped 
near the statue to Johan Strauss. A near-by 
cafe was playing his Wiener Huit. Another 
orchestra not far off was jazzing some Ameri' 
can importation. Evidently the new Regime 
had not finished work on the capital. The 
papers were full of the awful persecuUons of 
Germans in Praha. Having stayed among 
Sudetens, J. knew that this was Ilbellious. Yet 
another evening I went to the Prater, that 
pleasure spot of all amusement parks of Eu- 
rope. Near the Midway the soldiers had all 
the fat fathers of the city out on drill. It is not 
much better than our own parks. 

NORWEGIAN UfTERLUDE. 

At the ^ostel I met some Norse who were 
on a hiking tour through the country of their 
aspirations. They were ardent Nazis. Karl 
showed me the marks of his persecution. He 
was stoned in Oslo. When I told them they 
need have no fear of Russia, (that was their 
reason in being pro-German) they said that 
Norway was not, but that she ought to be, for 
the Russians were intent on expansion. We 
went to Schonbnmn, the splendid palace, near 
the city. Trees were clipped just as we clip 
bushes and the general effect was very pleas- 
ing. On Sunday afternoon I went to the Vienna 
Woods. After having paid to enter the Tier- 
garten I saw wild deer. A whole afternoon 
was spent trying to photograph them, I rested 
in my underwear, in order to get a sun-bum. 
This is a thing I would not do in my own coun 
try. There is a certain amount of freedom in 
these totalitarian states. 

The train was early and I was late so 
stayed longer 'in the city than I intended. There- 
fore, I SBW some of the iSennan movies of pre- 
Hitler days. They exhibit rare camera art and 
it is a shame they are not seen in Canada. 
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STASSEVITCH AND BRITT. 

Last Friday we were privileged to welcome 
an old friend back to this city for his first ap 
pearance of the current season. It was Paul 
Stassevitch, that spare and intellectual figure 
that has become almost a familiar sight on the 
Plateu Hall podium by now. The past few sea- 
sons of the Société des Concerts Symphoniques 
have included fine performances under his 
baton, but the essential beauty and refinement 
of his concepts have never been as successfully 
released by actual performance in this city as 
they were on Friday evening. Mr: Stassevitch 
conducted a remarkable and difficult program 
that included Haydn's "Clock" symphony. Wag- 
ner's "Siegfried Idyll", and the tone-poem 
"Death and Transfiguration" by Richard Strauss. 
These by themselves made up a concert of great 
power and interest, and it would Have been a 
distinguished occasion even without the bril- 
liant performance of Mr.' Horace Brltt the em 
inent 'cellist who was heard with the orchestra 
In Saint-Saena A minor concerto. 

In this country, at least, Mr. Britt is better 
known as a chamber player than as a soloist. 
He was a member and co-founder of that re- 
markable Barrere-Britt "concertino" which did 
80 much for the presentation Of chamber-works 
other than string quartets— so many of which 
were written by the more remote masters for 
instrumental combinations that have fallen from 
custom these days. Some will remember his 
gramophone performances of trios with the 
great flautist, and with Salzedo, the harpist in 
the wheezy infancy of Berliner's invention. He 
ajppearèd hère as virtubso for the first'time, on 
Friday. 

The tonal béàuty of Mr. Britt's performance 
was probably its môst compelling attribute, 
aside from the technique, which is complete and 
masterful, and whole-heartedly serves the in- 
terests of the music itself, as all technique, 
should The one long movement was played 
with the greatest imaginable eclat , and polish, 
the acuracy of the spiccato and double-stopped 
passages being marvfelously good. A prolonged 
ovation followed the performance. 

Mr. Stassevitch's playing of the Haydn 
symphony will be long remembered. Always 
there was that ravishing internal clarity that 
bespeaks purpose and devotion and understand- 
ing, and that accomplishes the highest Ideal of 
performance. Never, even in the most delicate 
passages, was the orchestra out of hand. The 
"Siegfried Idyll" may have been a little less 
successfull, because the finely-drawn pianis- 
simos .demanded of some of the wind players 
were not always accomplished. But one for-

The R.V.C. Fencing Club held 
its first meeting at 5 p.m. yes- 
terday in the lower gym when 30 
igirls showed up in shorts to have 
their initial practice under the 
watchful supervision of some of 
the members' of the boys' club.

0/ the Daily in 1928 and tpetl-known columnist of The Gazette, has 
written the following column from Hollywood. 

Hollywood, Ca!., November 30,— Your letter of the 21st, I am sorry 
to say, was not welcome. 

A week ago Saturday I was having cocktails at a homey little. 30- 
room shack in Beverly Hills with some very pleasant movie people. 
I lînew very well that that was the afternoon of the big play-off game 
in Montreal between McGill and Western. I knew very well too tliat 
McGill had a great chance of winning the championship for the first 
tbné since 1928. 

It was an intimate little party consisting of some 130 people but I 
felt strangely alone. I mentioned to Ann Sheridan that, McGill was play- 
ing for the championship but she showed distinct disinterest in the result. 
I caught John Barrymore off guard and told him that McGill had a great 
chance to win the title and he merely raised one eyebrow and reached 
for a cocktail. I button-holed Franchot Tone and confided in him but 
he just nodded sympathetically and strolled away humming the Song 
of the Volga Boatmen. 

I was getting pretty scant sympathy— except from the cocktails.

At about S o'clock (Pacific Time) I called the local office of the 
Associated Press and asked for the result of the McGUl-Western game. 
The man on the wire said that Hallowe'en was past and April Fool's Day 
was a long way off. 

Finally I sent a wire to New York and received the glorious news 
by return despatch. 

So I left the party, went out on the porch and dreamed a little. I 
knew exactly what was happening at McGill because I was sports editor 
of the Daily in 1928 when it happened before. 

I remembered Flin Flanagan dancing around the Field House like 
a wild Indian. And Major Forbes grinning like an Irishman on horse- 
back In a St. Patrick's Day parade. And Sir Arthur Currie, cane in 
hand, congratulating the players in that deep, distinctive voice of his. 
And Harry Grimes cackling lilce a two-year-old with candy. 

I remembered the parade on St. Catherine Street, the traffic jam 
outside of Locw's Theatre and the pause outside the Mount Royal Hotel 
to yell the score to the heavens. 

There was feverish week-end work at the Daily getting out the 
football special. I don't think I have ever felt prouder than to be sports 
editor in the year of the championship. I polished my story until It was 
all rewritten in pencil between the typewritten lines. Then I rewrote 
it freshly and put my by-line on it. (I never forgot the by-line.)

It is nice to think that those were carefree days. But they weren't. 
We worried and sweated more over the appearance of the Daily in those 
days than I do now over my copy. The Daily had a spirit then as it has 
now. No professional newspaper staff is more anxious than the Daily 
volimteers. That is why the Daily is the best of all the college papers. 
For this Gladstone Murray takes a bow. He started it and we carried on. 

Well sir, I was thinking about these things and feeling very home- 
sick and sentimental when Miss Sheridan came along and asked in deli- 
cate terms whylnell I was mooning on the porch. That broke up the 
reverie, Miss Sheridan being the sort of girl you don't ignore. 

So I forgot about McGill and the championship and the 1928 sports 
editorship— until the other day when I received your letter and the copy 
of the Daily. 

That started my mooning and homesickness all over again. I'm 
still at it. Which explains why your letter was not welcome.

MACJNiqTiCES 



N,F, C. U.S, Undergrads 
Exchange Project 

1. OBJECT OF THE FLAN. 

The object of the plan is to permit specially selected students to 
take one year's university work at universities other than the "home" 
imiversity and in a different part of Canada. It is hoped that these 
scholarships will, to a certain extent, act as a check on tendency of Cau 
adian university students to become restricted in outlook, academically 
and geographically. Also, in many cases the plan permits specialized study 
otherwise unobtainable. In most cases the saving in tuition fees will 
more than balance the transportation charges of the Exchange Scholar 
from his home university to the "exchange" university. 

2. PRACTICABILITY OF THE FLAN. 
The' plan has now been in effect for eleven years, during which 

time many students have taken advantage of it and have voiced -their 
appreciation of the opportunities it afforded. 

3. GENERAL SCOPE OF THE PLAN. 
For the purposes of the plan the universities of Canada are divided 

Into four different divisions, as follows: > 
DIVISION I The University of British Columbia; 
DIVISION II The Universities of Alberta, Saskatchewan and Manitoba; 
DIVISION III The Universities of Ontario and Quebec; 
DIVISION IV The Universities of the Maritime Provinces. 

Subject to certain exceptions, no student Is allowed to apply for the 
benefits of the plan unless he contemplates talcing work at a university 
which is in a different division thian is his home tmiyersity. 

In the event of any student whose home university is in Ontario 
desiring to attend a French-Canadian. University in Quebec for the pur- 
pose of taking special studies in the French tongue, or vice versa, ex- 
change will be permitted within the division concerned. 

4. ELIGIBILITY. 
Any bona fide student, male or female, who is applying for study 

at a university in another division in the third year of his course, or any 
year beyond the third,- is eligible provided that he undertakes to return 
the following year to his home university to complete the work for his 
degree. Several universities will permit students to attend under the 
exchange plan for graduate work, whether or not they are returning 
to their home university lor another year's work, but a special request 
should be made to this office in respect of any application of this nature, 
Honours students are eligible, but it is often difficult to arrange their 
courses. 

5. CONDITIONS OF NOMINATIONS. • 
Each university may select for attendance under the Exchange Plan 

a number of students not exceeding one per cent, of the total student 
body. The successful candidates are to be known as "FEDERATION 
SCH(XLARS." The word "exchange" in connection with the plan is 
in reality a misnomer, as there is not necessarily Involved an "exchange" 
in the true sense of the word, between the universities concerned. 
8. TIME FpR APPLICATION. 

AH applications must be in the hands of the local Selection Com- 
mittee on or before the 1st day of March, 1939. 

7. TERMS OP ACCEPTANCE. 
When his application is accepted by the local Selection Committee 

and by the authorities of the "Exchange University," the successful can- 
didate will be permitted to take a full year's work at the desired univer- 
sity without paying tuition fees or Students' Council fees. 

8. APPOINTMENT OF SELECTION COMMITTEE. 
Each local Students' Council will appoint a Selection Committee. In 

the past it has been found advisable to have this Committee consist of 
two members, one a student representative and one a faculty represen- 
tative. In most cases universities have seen fit to have the Committee 
consist of the President of the local Students' Council and the. Registrar 
of the University. It is desirable to have the Registrar as the faculty 
representative in View of the special knowledge he has of curricula and 
in view of the fact that he can say whether or not the home university 
will accept the student upon return and will give him credit for a full 
year's work for the courses he has taken at the university visited. 

9. COURSES IN WHICH EXCHANGE IS ^POSSIBLE. 

AH universities will accept candidates in practically every faculty 
except Medicine or Dentistry. Applications in either of these two facul- 
ties should not be submitted where the university to.be visited is in 
DIVISION III, and all applications in respect of either of these faculties 
at any. other imiversity should be referred immediately to this office. 

10. METHOD' OF SELECnON. 

It is the duty of the local Selection Committee, in consultation -with 
the candidate, to decide whether the courses which the candidate pro- 
poses to take at the "exchange" university will qualify him for one year's 
credit when he returns to his own university. 

In selecting candidates it is suggested that the local Selection Com- 
mittee keep in mind the advice of tSe president of one Canadian uni- 
versity who said, when speaking of the exchange plan, "The important 
thing seems to me to be that students of ability be sent out as ambassa- 
dors, who will not'èe so bound down to their studies, because they find 
their studies difficult to keep up with, as to be unable to mingle in the 
student life. They ought to be able to bring back to their University 
both sides of the University they have visited." 

As soon as possible after March 1st the local Selection (Committee 
should ineet to select tiie proposed Federation Scholars from the candi- 
dates for appointment. Having done so the Committee should send to 
this office the following: ' 

(1) A letter signed by the Committee giving the name and addre.ss 
of the proposed Scholar, togetlier with his summer address, and the 
name of the university visited; ' 

(2) An exact list of the courses which the Scholar proposes to take, 
together'with a statement by the local Registrar to the effect that the 
proposed courses will. .receive a year's credit. at the home university; 

(3) A detailed transcript' of the Scholar's university academic re- 
cord signed by the Registrar, which transcript, will be treated as strictly 
confidential by all parties concerned. 

; Upon receipt of these papers, this office will carry on all further 
correspondence regarding the exchange and will obtain the approval of 
the proposed "exchange" university. 

The Exchange Plan is the major, undertaking of the Federation and 
has been endorsed heartily by Canadian imiversity authorities.

Washington. — "Executives are 
made and .not born," said Dr. Wil- 
liam M .Loman, lecturer in psychol- 
ogy at the University, when speak- 
ing to the members last week, 

Dr. Loman based this opinion on 
the parts ,that opportunity, experi- 
ment and environment play in the 
making of the successful executive. 
. The old theory of having to get a 
"square peg to fit a square hole" is 
lost today. Dr. Loman continued. It 
is rather a question of an individual 
having capabilities to fill a wide 
range of occupations. 

Executives Know Little. 

He made the startling statement 
that most supposed expert execu- 
tives know very little aiiout the 
subject for which they are sup- 
posed to be particularly qualified, 
i.e., selecting the man best qualified 
to fill a given job. 

Interviewers base their decisions 
as to whether you' get the job or 
not on two things,"your appearance 
and how you behave during the 
short period you are applying for 
the jpb." They overlook the fact 
that "when you get^on the job, you 
are going to be an entirely different 
individual." -. ' 

"Personality is the all-important 
thing," said Dr. Loman. "We should 
not study ourselves, but rather 
should study our environment. If 
we can Jeam other people's; reac- 
tions to us, we will' find ourselves 
fitting into any company and selling 
ourselves to others."
